8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Repair of Highways and Bridges. 
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9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for cemeteries. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to observe ‘‘Old Home 
Week’’ and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


11. To see if the town will vote to make any discount on 
taxes if paid on or before the first day of July 1914. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Memorial Day.
